Started in 1935, Sir Shuldham 
said, the British Council now is

its annual grant of more than $12,- 
000,000 from the British govern- 
ment. 

The organization, he said, is in no

A magazine writer has been in 
to interview me as part of his re- 
search for an article on Canadian 
columnists and in the course of 
his questioning he asked: “What 
is the most difficult part of your 
job?” 

I was glad he asked that ques- 
tion because at that point it look- 
ed as if I weren't going to have 
anything at all to write about 
today. 

The most difficult part of this 
job is the Gestation Period, This 
is the part of column writing 
which is entirely overlooked by 
publishers and managing editors 
who figure that columnists have 
a soft touch, an outlook which 
justifies them in grossly under- 
paying us. 

The actual writing of a column 
rarely takes more than four type- 
writer hours. Two hours is prob- 
ably par for the course, although 
I have seen some of my col- 
leagues, racing a deadline, grind 
out something in as little as 20 
minutes. It was pretty punk, of 
course, but a reasonable facsimile 

This leads some people to think 
that a columnist works, at most 
a four-hour day or, at least, it 
might, if anybody cared about this 


and frankly, I can’t imagine why 
anybody would 
The fallacy of this might be 


compared to a chicken laying an 
egg. The actual laying of the egg 
is swift and relatively simple and 
this explains why people hardly 
ever think about the enormously 
complicated and mysterious in- 
ternal operation which preceded 
the act 

So it is with columnists. Before 
laying a finger oh a typewriter 
key they must endure a painful 
period of creation, a building of 
a kind of mental structure out of 
the wispy materia! stored in the 
dusty attic of the brain. This may 
take as much as six or eight hours 


and in this period columnists’ 
eyes glaze over, they sometimes 


walk into telephone poles or the 
sides of buildings

Investment 


The present inflation has been 
attributed to an investment boom 

Beyond the period at which in 
vestment expenditure provides 
for full use of resources and max- 
imum production, further invest 
ment necessitates restriction of 
consumption. With inflation this 
restriction of consumption is 
brought about by nereasing 
prices of consumers’ goods. Ris- 
ing prices ration the scarce goods 
on the basis of ability to pay 
While all are affected, the con- 
sumption of some is squeezed 
more than the consdmplon of 
others 

The incomes of some people 
are normally large enough to pro 
vide for savings for a rainy day 
With inflation these people tend 
to reduce their savings to main- 
tain their consumption 

At lower levels of income there 


is little buffer of savings, and 
consumption, which is normally 
relatively low, must be immedi» 


ately restricted 

By itself inflation not only re- 
stricts total consumption, it ef. 
fects a redistribution of consump 
tion which bears heavily on low 
income families

it is not surprising that the

However, insofar as consump- 
tion must be restricted, it is not

MEWATA STADIUM, Calgary, Nov. 
seven years is a long time between jackpots. 
But late Thursday afternoon Calgarians were in- 
clined to overlook this fact as they contemplated with 
much glee the first western Canadian football title to come 
to Cowtown since the Tigers beat off all challengers west 
of the Great Lakes, way back in 1911.

Dusky Patterson, fated to be a one-man gang, 
even if in a losing cause, had rocked King Lear and 
his men by getting into them for 'Riders’ lone touch- 
down almost before all of the great crowd of 10,000 
were nicely seated, 

The Regina comet picked his way through the Cal- 
gary line into the clear and fled 75 yards unmolested down 
the left side to cross over standing up. He rubbed it in by 
} kicking the point after touchdown, 

As events proved this was it for the green and white. 
Patterson kept plugging away. Ken Charlton and Johnny 
Cook stayed grimly with the job. But Stamps started to 
come and once they were rolling Patterson and his mates 
were quickly engulfed.

As Stampeders swept all before them over the past two 
months the names of Keith Spaith and ‘‘Woody” Strode 
have become household words in Calgary.
